W herever a German table delicacy 
is in demand, there is tho Westphal­ 
ian ham to be found. 
It is given its 
peculiar piquant taste by tho use of 
Juniper berries in smoking tho meat. 
Th© Juniper shrub is indigenous to 
north western Germany and so plenti­ 
ful, especially in Wostphalia, that to 
its presence is due tho growth, during 
the past several centuries, 
of two 
principal Industrie* of this German 
province, the distillation of gin and 
tho preparation of hams. 
After weeks 
of preparation tho bants are ready to 
he smoked. 
The smoko houses con­ 
sist sometimes of two, and sometimes 
of tbre© stories, the fire being kindled 
In the lowest nnd the meat hung In 
the second and third, to which tho 
smoke ascends through holes in the 
flooring. 
Westphalian hams are In­ 
variably smoked over a bright fire 
made of beech wood only , except that 
Juniper twigs and berries are constant­ 
ly thrown on the fire. 
Beech wood 
sawdust Is strewn over the fire in 
case it becomes 
too 
rfrrng.
